A late London paper ftates, That « The 
military force of Great-Britain, including foot, 
horfe, militias, fencibles, &c. in England, Scot- 
land, Ireland, and elfewhere, amounts to about 
350,000 men, each of whom is fuppofed to wafte 
upon his head a pound of flour per week : 250,000 
lbs. a week make no lefs than 6500 tons weight 
a year—a quantity of flour fufficient to make 
three millions, fifty-nine thouland, three hun- 
dred and fifty-three quartern loaves, and to fup- 
ply 50,000 people with bread for twelve months.
